SUMMARY OF BILL: Increases, from at least biennially to annually, the required
reporting time for the Tennessee Maternal Mortality Review and Prevention Team to report to
the Governor, Speakers of the Senate and House of Representatives, and the Legislative
Librarian concerning the team’s activities and recommendations for changes to any law, rule,
and policy that would promote the safety and well-being of women and prevention of maternal
deaths.
